QUOTA OF IMPORTED BACON. 


From Ovr CommerctaL CORRESPONDENT. 

A fairly steady feeling has been no.iceable 
in most departments of the prov.sion trade 
in this centre during the past week. The 
application of the quota system to imported 
bacon is still a predominant feature of the 
market, and on Friday afternoon the Minister 
of Agriculture, Major Walter Elliott, met repre- 
sentatives of the North of England Wholesale 
Grocers’ Association and the Manchester 
Wholesale Provision Association, The two 
associations are pressing for the removal of 
the bacon quota, which has reduced imports by 
15 per cent., and the substitution of a mode- 
rate tariff. The wholesalers apparently agree 
with the retailers that the quota would not 
help British agriculture in the slightest. It is 
contended that it. will increase prices, and 
that the chief benefit will be derived by. the 
foreign exporter, who will get higher prices 
for his goods at the consumers’ expense. It is 
suggested that a moderate tariff could be used 
to help the British farmer. A tariff of ten 
per cent, would produce between three and 
four million pounds sterling a year, and 
would be of great assistance in developing the 
British bacon producing industry. Killings 
of Continental bacon pigs during the past 
week totalled 185,248: against 187,236 in the 
previous week, Danish showed a substantial 
decrease, the total being 108,000, or 11,709 
less. Other countries, however, were much 
larger, Swedish ‘totalling 7,240 (increase 
4,654). Dutch 33,905 {increase 1,177), Polish 
18,553 (increase 2,810), and Lithuanian 17,550 
(increase 1,080), ‘The spot market closed very 
firm. Irish showed an advance of 2s. to 3s., 
and at the weekly meeting of the Manchester 
Bacon Committee it was decided to advance 
the price of Danish by ós. Swedish 2s., 
Dutch 4s. to 58., and Polish 4s. per cwt. 
In butter the Danish official quotation was 
wired unchanged, and “top ” again stands at 
188 kroner per 100 kilos; at the corre- 
sponding period of last year the figure 
was 210 kroner, and 230 kroner = in 
1931. The spot market ruled firm for Con- 
tinental makes, and prices were higher due 
to the fact that the import duty on 
imported batter is now 15s. per cwt. 
instead of the ten per cent. ad valorem 
duty. Continental makes, however, continue 
on the easy side, owing chiefly to the absence 
of finest qualities. Eggs generally in short 
supply, but the upward movement in prices 
has been responsible for a falling-off in 


demand. * 
LIVE STOCK. 

At the Manchester Cattle Market on Tues- 
day, although there was a falling-off in sup- 
lies from Ireland, fat cattle were shown in 
Laeger numbers, and a good demand was ex- 
perienced at higher figures. Yiambs were also 
in better request and harder to buy. At the 
Manchester Pig Market supplies were rather 
smaller. With weather conditions more 
favourable to business, prices showed a 
hardening tendency. At the Manchester Dead 
Meat Market businéss in both home-killed and 
imported meat has been quiet, and there was 
a very poor finish. In the home-killed section 
values were about maintained, but most 
descriptions of chilled beef closed the turn 
lower. Little yay was recorded in im- 
ported mutton and lamb. 
Good supplies of dead poultry are available, 
and taken all round prices remain steady. The 
increased duty on Irish poultry will, no doubt, 
have an adverse effect on the turkey trade so 
far as Ireland is concerned, but wholesalers 
point out that there is every prospect of 
abundant supplies from the Continent, which 
they will be able to sell at reasonable prices. 
There is, however, expected to be a shortage 
of the heavier weig há,

Values of hides generally displayed a firmer 
tendency during the past week, but trading in 
domestic deseriptions was restricted, English first 
clear ox and heifer °0lb. and up sold at 54d., 
80-29Ib. at about 56d., 70-79lb. 434., 60/-69lb. 
Sed., 50-59lb. Sid., and 49ib. and under at 34d. 
First clear cows made aid, to 44d. and first clear 
bulls S¢d. per Ib. Calfskins sold at about previous 
level, Miscellaneous hides were in fair request, 
with. R.A. Americanos sold at 53d. and Cnyabanos 
at 5id. Conditions showed little change as regards 
sole leather, the demand again being of a hand- 
to-mouth character, with few purchases of bulk. 
Manofacturers generally adhere to a policy of 
buying only for actual and immediate needs. In 
the absence of orders for the spring trade, a 
number of concerns are running much below 
capacity until these come. along, A quiet trade 
transpired in repairing bends, and prices al! round 
remained steady. Offal and rongh leather about 
maintained the recent improvement. there being 
a definite shortage of the latter. Upper leathers 
sold more slowly than of late, with imported 
descriptions generally dearer.

MONTH’S IMPRISONMENT FOR

Che Killing Kildares. 


The Kildare Hounds are enioving first- 
class sport, with many new followers, this 
season.

Smugglers, in the 
old days, are also alleged to have hidden, 
from time to time, stores of various kinds 
which circumstances made it impossible 
for them afterwards to retrieve. About 
one hundred years ago rumours of treasure 
hidden by smugglers gave rise to great ex- 
citement at Dalkey, where a regular craze 
for digging began, and many people from 
the surrounding districts, armed with 
picks and spades, set out to search for 
buried gold. The enthusiasts were led by 
a young girl, who asserted that the ap- 
proximate location of the treasure had 
been revealed to her in a dream. Opera- 
tions were continued. day and night for 
quite a long time, until some local 
humourists covered several black cats with 
phosphorescent paint and let them loose 
among the searchers at midnight. It is 
said that the appearance of the luminous 
animals created a panic, and brought the 
proceedings to an inglorious conclusion.

One hears of the infinite vacaries and 
complications which the new Free State 
import duties inflict. on all kinds of 
traders. As a specially striking example 
of the kind of thing which our Customs 
officials and importers are called upon to 
encounter, an official ruling which I saw 
the other day is worthy of special record. 
Christmas “ gift books,” it appears, are 
subject to lower rates of taxes than. are 
inflicted on other types of literature; but 
the question arose: “ What is a gift 
book 7”. After much correspondence, a 
ruling on the point was obtained from the 
Revenue Commissioners, which contained, 
with other definitions, the provision that 
the gift boox should not contain “ any love 
interest.”’ Whether this new form cf 
censorship is te be undertaken by the Cus- 
toms officials themselves or to be referred 
to the “oard of Censors or some other 
expert authority is still, I gather, an 
open question. Meanwhile, I can well 
imagine the dismay of tax collectors who 
may be called upon to interpret such dove- 
tailed problems in morals and finance.

THE LATE CANON PIM. | 


MEMORIAL SERVICE AND 
FUNERAL. 


A Service in memory of the late Canon Pim, 
a former Rector. of the parish, was held on 
Saturday morning at Christ Church, Kings- 
town. There was a very large attendance oi 
parishioners and friends at the Service, which 
was conducted by the Rev. Noble Hamilton, 
the present Rector. The lesson was read by 
the Rev. J. Bernard Pim, R.N., son of Canon 
Pim, and the hymns, “Now the labourer's 
task is o'er ” and’ “For all Thy saints who 
from their labours rest, ” were sung. 

Canon Pim was a Scholar and B.D. ol 
Trinity College, Dublin, where he graduated 
fifty years ago. He was a close personal 
friend of ‘the late -Provost, Archbishop 
Bernard. He was ordained in 1885, and afte; 
curacies at Ballywillan, Enniskillen and Holy- 
wood, Co. Down, he held the livimgs of Inch, 
Downpatrick and Portrush before he suc- 
ceeded the late Dr. Paterson Smyth at Christ 
Church, Kingstown, m 1903. He also was 
Canon of Christ Charch Cathedral till the 
time of his resignation, some nine months ago, 
on account of ill-health. Canon Pim was a 
little over seventy years of age, and leaves 
a widow. three sons and a daughter. © All his 
sons served during the war, and the eldest, 
who is a Chaplain in the Nayy, assisted the 
Rev Noble  Hamilton—présent Rector of 
Christ Jhurch—at the Funeral Service. His 
Grace the Archbishop of Dublin a'so was pre- 
sent and pronounced the Benediction,

the time approaches for the picture- 
houses to open their doors the gueues es 
to form, and by eight o'clock or so the 
western side of the street is lined with 
thousands of waiting men and women. The 
line starts a hundred yards or so from the 
Parnell Monument, carries on to the cinema 
half-way down the street, breaks for another 
een | vards, and is resumed to within a 
stone’s-throw of the Pillar. Another queue 
curls round the General Post Office, while a 
fourth stretches down Lower O'Connell street 
and Middle Abbey street. 

How many ple go to the cinema every 
week in Dublin? Until one makes some 
attempt to work out the actual figures it is 
dificult to realise the enormous attraction 
which the film has attained over our people, 
but a rough estimate can be made oí the 
numbers. The seating accommodation of the 
three largest houses, for example, totals about 
five thousand, and the managers calculate the 
attendance on the basis of about two full 
houses a day. This gives us, for only three 
cinemas, seventy thousand a week, and, 
although this result seems impossibly large, 
I have found out that it is approximately 
correct. 

It is a more difficult matter to make any 
calculation for the other twenty-seven cinemas 
in the c:ty and suburbs, because they vary in 
size, and it would be a hard task to find the 
seating accommodation of each. But, taking 
the large with the small, we would probably 
be well on the safe side in making seats 
the average. On the ‘‘two full houses a 
day” theory we find that the week's total 
comes to 151,200 for these twenty-seven 
cinemas, and that the grand total for Dublin 
is in the neighbourhood of 220,000, or half 
the population of the city. 


IN AMERICA. 

Of course, we must remember that this 
amazing figure does not give us the number 
of individuals, but only the sum total of the 
attendancés. Many people go to the cinema 
twice, or even three times a week, and it 
would be impossible to discover even approxi- 
mately what reduction we should have to 
make in our 220,000 to get the real 
truth of the matter. But the fact that 
nearly a quarter of a million payments 
are made at the various booking offices is 
significant enough, and gives us some kind of 
realisation of what we mean when we talk 
about “ the influence of the cinema;’’ and 
yet the situation in Ireland is as nothing 
when compared with that in America, and 
the average weekly attendance for the United 
States last year is officially given as seventy- 
five millions. | 

The American Academy of Arts anil 
Sciences has chosen Helen Hayes and 
Frederic March as the two best film actors of 
the year, while the best film, in their opinion, 
is “Grand Hotel.” March was selected 
mainly on the strength of his performance in 
“ Dr, Jekyll and Mr. Hyde,” which we saw 
here some months ago, but neither ‘‘ Grand 
Hotel ” nor Miss Helen Hayes has yet been 
seen in Dublin.

Sin,—Mr. M » in his reply to my 
letter in Wednesday 's issu» of your paper, 
says: ‘* Withi 


in the ape year Protestants 
Lave developed a highly sensitive attitude to 
any reference 


which Catholic speakers 
may make in their churches to Pro- 
testantism.’’ Now, sensitiveness is not merely 
a matter of thick er thin skins; it becomes 
intensified when repeatedly bruised, and, if 
it is true that we have become more sensitive; 
is it not also true that s.; have been more 
-abjected to such “ references’’ more fre- 
quently of late, and the’ they have been un- 
provoked? He likes my letter to the beating 
of tom-toms by Arab tribes; so, by a compari- 
son of his sensitiveness with mine, it appears 
that, while he was drawn from his tent by 
the beating of tom-toms, 1 emerged from 
mine under the impressio that Dr. MeQuaid 
had advanced beyond that preliminary stage 
and was hurling missiles. 

I am extremely sorry if I misunderstood 
him, but, though Mr. McGarry assures me 
that, if I had been privileged to hear his 
sermon, Í would have realised that the words 
which hurt me and many others were merely 
a “reference to the rise of Capitalism from 
the ruins of Monasticism.”” I cannot admit 
this. Having since been permitted, by the 
kindness of Dr. McQuaid, to read the whole 
sermon, I find no reference to the subject 
whatever. But let us suppose that the words 
had emanated from Protestant lips, and read 
“Roman Catholicism had rent the body of 
Christ—the Church. Its s:‘"it had made 
every man fight for his own selfish existence, 
and, therefore, grasp all the wealth within 
his reach. Roman Catholic Capitalism had 
had no use for the charity of Christ ’’’—would 
not Mr. McGarry have been justified in say- 
ing, in Claudius’ words, “' Is there no offence 
in it?” 

He and I differ in our reading of the Ear! 
of Fitzwilliam’s erection of a church for his 
tenants. t us resort to a neutral tribunal. 
Writing of it the French editor of “ The 
Letters of Atticus ” says that, “a native of 
Ireland, where he had very large estates, 
he expended six thousand pounds in buildiny, 
in a parish of his domains, a Catholic church, 
and took a pleasure in superintending the 
labours of the workmen.” This seems. to 
imply kindliness and not fear. 

lay 1 express my thanks to Dr. McQuaid 
for so courteously sending me a copy of his 
sermon, which I have read with the deepest 
pleasure and profit, and for his interesting 
enlargement in your paper of the thesis that 
capitalism is the ictal: dubcutiiins of Pro- 
testantism? My letter, however, had reference 
to his reported words, and not to what lay 
in the back of his mind. ‘he words “' Pro- 
testunt capitalism cannot be resolved by a 
coup d'eau into the elaborate chain of 
premises by which he relates Protestantism 
to rank individualism, as cause to effect, and 
then lays capitalism on its shoulders. Gram. 
matically, i submit, Protestant capitalism 
means the peculiar brand of capitalism found 
in Protestants, and not all this >—‘* Capital- 
ism, as the unlawful concentration of wealth in 
the hands of relatively few men, is a logical 
derivative from tl: basic tenet of Pro- 
testantism—viz., the alleged right of private 
judgment.” With the sorties in which he 
elaborates this I am not called upon to deal, 
though I demur to some of its assumptions. 
Dr. McQuaid makes Protestantism sole parent 
of individualism. Most students of history would 
hold that it was the other way about. Pro- 
testantism was one outcome of an evolutionary 
process going on for centuries before the 
Reformation, being ultimately traceable to the 
deep instinct ‘of Sharty in the spirit of man, 
which had been for long under restraint— 
which liberty, according to Pope Leo XIII, 
is the highest gift of nature. It is this 
modified form of individualism, and not the 
extreme one attributed to us by Dr. McQuaid, 
for which Protestants have ever striven. 

That ‘inordinate individualism’’ was not 
manifestly the fruit of the Reformation in 
England is exemplified in the rule of the 
Puritans under the Commonwealth, when, 
according to Mr. Lecky, **‘ the lives of men 
were more variously and more severely re- 
stricted than in any of the despotisms of the 
Continent.’’ . Calvinism is an extreme form 
of Protestantism, and yet it is a common- 
place of historians that Calvinistic doctrines, 
whether religious or political, allowed the 0 
narrowest margin of liberty to the individual. 
Nor is cupitalism a recent growth, It 
existed long before the Reformation, appear- 
ing after the liberation of the serfs, first in 
commerce and afterwards in manufacture, in 
its literal sense. Its control has always been 
the concern of States, and, if the policy of 
‘‘laissez faire’? in guiding the industrial 
movement advocated by French and Italian 
(non-Protestant) economists, no less than 
English, was due to a belief in the natural 
rights of man, admitted by Pope Leo XIII., 
it was no less due to the conviction that 
capitalism in some form is inevitable and 
beneficent. That conviction may have to be 
modified in view of evils recently developed 
from it, which evils have taken the world, 
Roman Catholic and Protestant, somewhat by 
surprise; but to maintain that the freedom 
of conscience claimed by Protestants so 
permeated the world and so influenced 
thought and action as to override all other 
factors, political, racial and economic, and 
drive them into capitalism as their joint 
resultant, is to demand too much. 

Finally, Dr. McQuaid, having predicated a 
want of charity as something necessarily 
diffused in a world where competition is un- 
checked, proceeds to define it in a way which 
should render it safe from contamination by 
economic theories or facts, and capable of 
existing anvwhere. It is “the love of God 
in our neighbour,’’ and, therefore, not neces- 
sarily manifested in good works. So, having 
demonstrated, economically, that Protest- 
antism is inimical to charity, he proceeds to 
minimise the charity of Protestants as mani- 
fested in good works. We all grant that the 
love of God is our only safeguard for the love 
of our fellow-man, but to turn away from 
your door unhelped some needy person on 
the ground that your doctrine of charity does 
not bind you to succour them would be but 
poor consolation, Protestantism would con- 
sider it uncharitable. 

To return to my first letter, I still find it 
impossible téPaccept the distinction between 
the spirit of Protestantism and the spirit of 
Protestants, involving our making the spirit 
of Protestantism’ antagonistic to charity, while 
admitting the wide diffusion of it among 
Protestants themselves. We have good 
authority for holding that ‘‘a corrupt tree 
cannot bring forth good fruits.’’ Nor do 1 
identify charity with mere benefactions 
lacking the right spirit, or belief that it can 
have other than a supernatural root, My 
claim for my co-religionists is that their spirit 
does not prevent them from displaying 
charity in a practical way—a way calling for 
much self-denial, certainly not the way of the 
natural man—and I veritably believe it to be 
due to the Grace of God in their hearts and 
an endeavour.to follow the example of Him 
who went about “doing good.” I thank you, 
sir, for allowing me so much space, and | 
assure you that J shall not trespass on vour 
kindness again; time simply will not allow. 
May Lassure Dr. McQuaid that I have written 
in no spirit of resentment? The resentment I 
telt when I first read his words has entirely 
vanished since his assurance that they 
embodied an economic theory rather than an 
unkind insinuation, and I trust that my words 
have in no way hurt him or his co-religionists.

THE FREE STATE’S RESOURCES. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srr,—The letter from your correspondent, 


Mr. Ryall, reminds me ~ little of the opinions 


of some well-known political economists and 
sta’isticians in England and Ireland in the 
seventee. ch century. Printing to the alarm- 
ing growth of English population, then near- 
ing six millions, they saved that, unless 
something was done to check it, it would in 
time get away up to seven millions, which 
was a number that England, they believed, 
could not possibly support. In Jreland, at 
about the same time, Sir William Petty 
estimated the population at about a million, 
most of whom were in dire poverty; and the 
same reasoning would have led to the con- 
clusion that Ireland could not possibly 
support the eight millions who actually lived 
here within less than two hundred years 
afterwards. 

ihe poverty of lif> in 1849 is not a thing 
that we should aim at reviving, but 1 can 
see no reason for supposing that it needs to 
be revived if our Road hi increase to a point 
even beyond where they were then. ‘The 
number we can support depends on how our 
land, water and air are utilised, and that 
depends above all else os the character of our 
people and the laws. Capable, industrious 
people who have not been hampered by the 
law or by the system of land tenure, or civil 
war, or religious disabilities (all of which 
did hamper large numbers in past times), have 
nearly always succeeded in making a com. 
fortable living in Ireland no matter what the 
Bha may have been. 1 believe Tie 
ree State could support ten million people 
just as easily as three, and I believe that, 
if we had a population of ten millions, the 
social amenities might be so much improved 
that the country might seem to support that 
number even more easily than its present 
one. 

Let us take two other little countries that 
have no natural resources except their land, 
water and air, and see what they can do:—

Surely these figures are evidence enough 
that our natural resources are not being used 
to anything like their full capacity, especially 
when the erspective areas of good land are 
taken into account? I am not a supporter 
of the Fianna Fail Party, nor of any other, 
but I rather think that Fianna Fail had a 
sound instinct working in them when they 
fastened on tillage as one of the country’s 
main necessities, I do not see how we are 
benefited by allowing our farmers, the main 
stay of the nation, to be undersold by the 
large-scale, machine-worked cornlands of the 
New World and Russia. The invention and 
use of synthetic nitrates have so increased 
the world’s production of food that farmers 
everywhere are in difficulties, but ours are in 
double difficulties because they have to 
compete with countries like the Argentine, 
Australia, Russia and Roumania, where 
currencies are depreciated even as compared 
with sterling, and costs of production are by 
that much lowered—or treble difficulties, if 
you like, taking the present special duties 
against them into consideration 

We must be prepared to support a much 
larger population, because our birth rate 
remain; too high for stability, and emigration 
on the old scale is not likely to be allowed 
again. We cannot support it by our 
industries to any great extent, because they 
cannot thrive if farmers are impoverished 
British farmers, who are in distress even 
now when Irish imports have been checked. 
may never again allow their country to be 
flooded so freely with Irish or foreign produce. 
Britain will find that she needs to maintain 
her own agricultural industry in a prosperous 
condition, and synthetic nitrates plus rotec- 
tection will allow her to do so and to become 
much more nearly self-supporting than she 4s, 
and we may be in almost the same position 
as Holland and Denmark—forced to attend tu 
our own needs and use our own resources. 
industrial protection has so far resulted 
chiefly in making jobs for girls, but protec- 
tion of tillage should give let is much more 
important—jobs for men. Coupled with that, 
tuere should be very large schemes of 
affurestation and further hydro electric 
development to bring employment and 
prosperity to the poorer as well as the richer 
parts of the country. Any suth large schemes 
may need reconsideration of our currency 
policy, but that is another matter.—Yours,

THE ANGLO-IRISH DEADLOCK. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sim,—Obviously there are two ways in 
which the present deadlock between Creat 
Britain and the Irish Free State might be 
ended. Mr. de Valera could end it by 
accepting an imperial tribunal or Mr. Thomas 
by accepting an international one.

It is obvious that 
our negotiators made a very big mistake 
when they failed in 1925 to effect a 
final financial settlement in treaty form 
(uly approved by the British and Free 
State Paslaaedite, and I have no doubt 
that soorer or later we shall pay heavily 
for it in the inevitable abandonment of 
part of our claims.

If the British accept an international 
tribunal it would seem to one not learned 
in the law that they are quite likely to 
win their case. That being so, Mr. Thomas 
should demand an international tribunal and 
Mr. de Valera an imperial one,. If Mr. 
Thomas wishes to prove to the world how 
impartial an imperial tribunal can be, where 
Irish affairs are concerned, he need only 
publish the’ full record of the proceedings 
and decisions of the Boundary Commission. 
Ou the other hand, Mr. de Valera for his 
own reasons might request the publication 
of this record. In either event the only 
result’ would be that the corpse of a buried 
dispute would be wunearthed—for Messrs. 
Thomas and de Valera to pelt each other 
with its disiecta membra. t must not be 
forgotten that part of the present financial 
controversy arose from the circumstances in 


which the Boundary Commission was hurried 
into its unhonoured grave, with remarkable 
unanimity and lack of ceremony. In the 
permanent interests of three countries it is 
most desirable that that corpse should rest 
In peace till it becomes matter for dis- 
passionate historical investigation, perhaps in 
fifty years’ time. Yet it is a pity that the 
valuable data which it collected should remain 
inaccessible even for purposes of constructive 
statesmanship. 

The present political houndary of Northern 
Ireland deal never have been a fiscal 
boundary at all. There is a system of neutral 
zones in the south-east of France, by which 
certain cantons politically in France are 
separated by no fiscal barrier from Geneva, 
their natural commercial centre: European 
experience might enable us to ease the 
friction of the boundary, especially in the 
region of Derry and Enniskillen, by the 
adoption of some such method. 

J suggest that an international commission 
of investigation should be set up to review 
ail our outstanding questions, make recon- 
mendations to the three Governments con- 
cerned, and in particular define an issue for 
submission to an international tribunal, if it 
cannot be settled by direct negotiation. 
Meanwhile the tariff war should end, abso- 
Intely, unconditionally and for ever.—Yours 
etc., | JOSEPH JOHNSTON.

SIR JAMES GUTHRIE.

Sir James Guthrie, P.R.8.A., LL.D. A Biography 
by Sir James L. Gaw. London: Macmillan. £5 5). 
at. 


HE splendid volume published by 
Messrs. Macmillan forms, perhaps, 
the most fitting memorial that his friends 
could have desired for the late Sir James 
Guthrie. The collection of full-page re- 
productions which, with a biography by 
Sir James L. Caw, a foreword by Mr. D. 
Y. Cameron, and two articles by Messrs. 
Frank Rinder and John Warrack, consti- 
tutes the volume, has been engraved with 
commendable skill by Messrs. Annan. 
While many important portraits, either 
through exhibition in public art gal- 
leries or through reproduction, will be 
familiar to many people, a larger 
number of the illustrations are 
privately owned. The study of these 
pictures and the opportunity of comparing 
them with the better known works will be 
welcomed universally. The biography of 
Guthrie, written by his friend, Sir James 
Caw, displays a profound knowledge of 
the artist not only as a painter, but as a 
son, husband and father, and as an ex- 
cellent citizen. 

Unlike many authors who undertake the 
task of laying before the public the early 
struggles of those who reached fame after 
a weary battle against poverty, Sir James 
has no picturesque reserves to fall (ack 
on to give colour to his earlier chapters 
The bare attic and traditional herring 
played no part in Guthrie's story, 
though, like every true artist, he 
had his ups and downs and is 
moments of self-distrust. The author has 
been successful in conveying to his 
readers the calm, unhurried atmosphere 
of the ’eichties, in which he describes his 
first meeting with the painter in the 
village of Cockburnspath, situated near 
Dunbar, where a group of young Scottish 
painters had gathered for sketching. He 
recalls that for some few summers at that 
period almost every cottage was called 
on to accommodate at least one artist. 
Such a gathering to-day would reflect 
probably a less serious outlook; work in 
such a colony would be a revolt against 
tradition; and the artists would be ex- 
perimenters. Guthrie had an enthusiastic 
admiration for the work of Titian, 
Velasquez and Rembrandt. That feeling 
he did not extend to Rubens, whose 
well-developed women he greatly dis 
liked. To-day’s painters will regard 
as old-fashioned his attitude towards 
modern movements in art, some 
of which he described as sensational 1nd 
shallow. He was, he said, “ too much 
interested in painting to follow le dernier 
crá.” 

When Guthrie in February, 1919 
received the commission to paint a group 
of statesmen of the Great War, although 
gratified that such a commission should be 
given to a Scottish artist living In. Scot 
land, he was reluctant to accept 1. 
Sargent who finally persuaded him 1 
make up his mind. ‘‘ You are the only 
man for this difficult job. It would be 4 
great pity if you did not accept it, © 
wrote. In March, 1930, the finished 
picture was taken to Scotland for exhib. 
tion before being placed in the National 
Portrait Gallery, in London. ir James 
Guthrie’s death in the same year was © 
loss to Scotland, Britain and the world ol 
art.

HE Ministry's attitude towards the pro- 
posed establishment of a cement factory 
at Clarecastle, Lo. Clare, was discussed 

at a representative meeting in the Town Hall, 
Ennis, convened by the Ennis Chamber of 
Commerce, whose chairman (Mr. P. J. 
Meghen, B.E., B.Sc., Commissioner) presided, 

Mr. W. Barrington, Monkstown, Dublin, 
representing the Kergus Reclamation Syndi- 
cate, on whose lands it is suggested that the 
factory should be built, outhned the steps 
that had been taken to obtain a Government 

arantee for the repayment of a sum of 
$142 000 required to establish the factory. 
He and Mr, Sean O'Grady, T.D., had inter- 
viewed the Minister ior sod?! and Com- 
merce, who had gone through the proposals 
in the most friendly manner, and had left 
them under the impression that he received 
them favourably. Judge of his surprise when 
he received a letter from the Minister statin 
that the scheme could not be entertained an 
that he had no doubt that undertakers could 
be found who would be prepared to finance 
the manufacture of cement out of their own 
resources. He had sent a reply to the 
Minister 's letter, which, no doubt, had been 
written in good faith, but, in fact, was a 
tissue of misrepresertations. Since then 
nothing further had been done by the Ministry 
to assist the scheme. 


WHAT COUNTRY LOSES. 

The people of Ireland as a whole, par- 
ticularly Clare, and the Government itself 
would henefit by the establishment of a fac- 
tory at Clarecastle. Hitherto the people of 
Treland had been exploited by other countries 
to the extent of approximately half a million 
pounds annually for the purchase of a com- 
modity which was essential to their require- 
ments, and could and should be manufac- 
tured at home. The national balance sheet 
would be adjusted to that extent. 

The people of Clare would benefit by the 
large amount of employment of a permanent 
nature .which would be afforded. Clare 
would also bene6t by the increase in rateable 
valuation as a result of the creation of a new 


village to house the workers. The Govern- 
ment ‘would benefit by the taxes payable by 
the new company, taxation on increased 
valuation and £500,000 retained at home, and, 
last but not least, by being able to redeem 
another of its election promises to start new 
industries and by the relief of unemployment. 


ELECTION PROMISES. 

“TIT am not a politician,” continued Mr. 
Barrington, ‘‘and | trust that anything I say 
will not be tuken as a criticism specially 
directed against the present Government 
which may not equally be directed against 
all previous Governments. But it will be 
within the recollection of all here present that 
at the last election candidates of all parties 
in Clare took a pledge to do everything in 


cement factory in Clare if returned to the 
Dail. Now is the time for the redemption 


of that pledge. Clare is known as the banner 
county, but Governments by their neglect 
seem content to let her do the flag-wagging 


and nothing else. 
_ “Within the last few days a bill has been 
introduced into the Dail to permit the intro- 


duction into this country of cement clinker 
free of duty. All cement is at present subject 
to a duty of 20 per cent, which means pro- 
ably 12s. 6d. per ton, or more. Now, the 
grinding alone is to be done here. The total 


cost of handling and grinding, interest on 
capital—probably foreign—will not exceed 5s. 
a ton (possibly 2s. for labour), so that the 
country loses at least 10s. 6d. per ton on 
every ton of cement imported under the con- 


} templated agreement, or over £100,000 a year. 


** But the evil does not end there; for the 
astute gentlemen who have succeeded in 
negotiating such an agreement will have suc- 
ceeded in riveting the chain of their previous 
monopoly in this country for the term of the 
agreemeat—I believe twelve years—as they 
can break down any opposition of a purely 
Irish company by selling at an unremunera- 
tive ptice, and meantime they will have got 
away with upwards of a million of our money 
which they would have had to pay to com- 
pete under present duty.’’ 


CHAMBER’S RESOLUTION. 

The Chamber of Commerce unaninously 
adopted a resolution requesting the Clare 
representatives in the Dail to ensure that the 
bill now before the Dail is amended so as to 
encourage the construction and financing of a 
cement factory at Clarecastle, and that the 
proposals put forward by the Fergus Re- 
clamation Syndicate should be examined by 
the technical advisers of the Department of 
Industry and Commerce with a view Of 
putting them into operation at the earliest 
possible date. The Chamber added that, in 
their opinion, cement ought to be entirely 
manufactured in this country instead of 
being milled from imported cement clinker. 

Tt was ordered that copies of the resolu- 
tion should be forwarded to President de 
Valera and the other Dail deputies for Clare. 
and also to the Minister for Industry and 


Commerce.

CEREMONY AT KILLINEY, 


T the Chureh of the Holy Trinity, 
A Killiney, yesterday morning the Dean 
of Christ Church dedicated an oak 
prayer-desk seat in memory of the late Lev. 
Canon K. B. Stoney, 1).1)., and a brass hymn 
board in memory of the late Rev. Canon 
Fergus Greer, M.A., both of whom were 
formerly incumbents of the parish. 

The Service was taken by the Rector of the 
parish, the Kev. E. L. BH. Barker, M.A., and 
there was a large congregation. 

In his sermon, after the dedication, the 
Dean of (Christ Church took as his text: 
“Among whom are ye also called to be

WORK IN IRISHTOWN. 


“When I entered the ministry of the 
Church in this diocese, forty-six years ago, he 
had already been Incumbent of St. Matthew s, 
Irishtown, for fourteen years. 1 well remember 
his zeal in the missionary cause, especially in 
connection with the Universities’ Mission to 
Central Africa. During his twenty-eight years 
ministry in Irishtown he did a remarkable 
work in developing Church hfe through the 


varions parochial organisations, which had his | 


constant care and encouragement, and in 


beautifying the Parish Church and improving 
its Services. In 1900 he succeeded the late 
Canon Staveley..as. incumbent of this parish 
of Holy Trinity, Killiney, and 1 need not tell 
you whe knew. him. how faithfully and 
acceptably he ministered here for twenty-five 
years, until his advanced age led him to 
resign his charges and to make his home in 
Dublin. From that time until shortly before 
his death last year he had been constant 
in attending Christ Church Cathedral, and 
helping at Morning Service on Sundays with 
unions regularity. He was a member of 
the Chapter for thirty-eight years and Trea- 
surer of the Cathedral for twenty-live years, 
and for many years a member of the Cathe- 
dral Board. He was respected and beloved 
by his colleagues, and was seldom absent 
from the meetings of the Chapter and Board. 
In June last year, owing to ill-health, he 
resigned his office of Treasurer, and not long 
after passed to his eternal rest, after a faith- 
ful ministry of some sixty-eight years. It 
is fitting that his ministry here should be 
commemorated by the handsome and useful 
Prayer-desk seat, which has been presented 
to this church by his illustrious son and bis

War Debts. 


President Hoover's invitation’ to 
Governor Roosevelt to discuss with him 
the present position concerning War debts 
indicates that the acuteness of this 
problem is realised fully in Washington. 
In July, 1931, President Hoover granted a 
year’s breathing space to the European 
debtors of the United States. That mc: .- 
torium now has come to an end, and the 
recent Notes from the British and French 
Governments are tantamount to a request 
for its extension. No decision can be taken 
until President Hoover has talkea the 
matter over with Mr. Roosevelt ; but the. » 
seems to be a general feeling in Washing- 
ton that no further concessions can. Le 
made. .Congréss will meet on December 
5th in circumstances of unparalleled de- 
pression. The bottom has fallen out of 
United States trade. Exports have 
dropped enormously, and even the home 
market, which was the mainstay of manu- 
facturers, has ceased to be able to absorb 
the almost unlimited products of American 
industry. The Smoot-Hawley tariff has 
done its work very thoroughly ; but it ; as 
been a two-edged sword. It has excluded 
foreign goods from the United States mest 
effectively. It also has prevented Europe 
from the purchase of America’s surplus, 
with the result that all industry has been 
slowed down, in many cases almost to a 
full stop. The average citizen’ of the 
United States is not very well versed in 
modern economics. He is inclined to 
believe that many, if not all, of his diffi- 
culties can be solved by insistence on 
Europe’s payment of its debts to the utter- 
most farthing, quite oblivious of the { ct 
that these very debts constitute the sou1-e 
of most of the world’s economic troubles. 
These commitments have clogged “the 
channels of international trade for 
fourteen years. They have hit debtor and 
creditor alike—indeed, in some respects 
the creditor’ nations have--suffered most 
severely—and, unless “the United States 
now show their willingness to come to 
reasonable terms with their debtors; the 
world will be faced with one of the gravest 
crises in history. 

If no arrangement is made during the 
next few. weeks; Britain must pay the 
sum’ of £28,000,000 - sterling—£20,000,000 
gold—on December 15th. No provision 
has been made for this payment in the 
British Budget, and its transmission to 


tion on a substantial scale. The money 
will be paid, without » doubt ; for Britain 
has no intention of joing the ranks of 
defaulting nations. Nevertheless, it would 
be foolish to pretend that the payment of 
such a large sum at present will not 
cause. serious embarrassment in London. 
It can be paid in two ways—by the supply 
of goods and services, or in gold. The 
United States will not accept the former 
method of paynient; the Smoot-Hawley 
tariff exists to prevent it. Gold, or its 
equivalent, therefore, must be shipped to 
New York, to add to the already enormous 
pile of specie that is cluttering up the 
cellars of the United States Treasury. 
The suggestion has been made - that 
the women of Britain should follow 
the example of their Roman sisters of 
olden days by the sacrifice-of their golden 
trinkets for the common weal. Drastic 
steps must be taken to meet the emer- 
yency ; for Britain’s credit must be main- 
tained, and everything ‘possible must ‘be 
done to support the sterling exchanges. 
Britain’s position in the matter of war

| Special Correspondent. The poor districts 


are suffering as they never suffered 
before; an unprecedented proportion of 
the people is living on the wages provided 
by relief works ; huge demands are being 
made upon charitable organisations, 
public and private. 

Yet it is possible to exaggerate the evil 
plight of the North. People are too apt 
to assume that her weal and woe depend 
on nothing save the shipbuilding and 
linen industries, and that, while they 
languish, she can have no hope of renewed 
prosperity. The fact is that Northern 
Ireland must share in any new benefits 
that may accrue to Great Britain. Her 
contacts are with Great Britain, rather 
than with the rest of Ireland, and the 
bond that links her with Britain is being 
drawn tighter daily. As Britain, thanks 
to her adoption of tariffs and, particu- 
larly, to the Ottawa agreements, breathes 
fresh commercial life, it is inevitable that 
the North shall revive with her. Already 
the Northern Government, in anticipation 
of better times, has offered free sites to 
new industries, thereby suggesting that 
Belfast no longer proposes to confine her 
industrial eggs to very few baskets. The 
linen industry certainly will not recover 
its old pre-eminence at any time ; but new 
industries will take its place. Belfast 
will be compelled to work out her salva- 
tion on new lines. Moreover, people must 
not forget that the North’s largest 
industry is not linen manufacture or 
shipbuilding, but agriculture, and that, 
while her farmers prosper, the province 
cannot reach its limits of distress. The 
Northern farmers to-day have unusual 
advantages. The formidable competition 
of the Free State has been reduced to 
negligible proportions ; the price of meat 
or the British market is being raised by 
an artificial limitation of imports, and the 
North will obtain all the benefits which 
are being heaped upon British agricul- 
ture. Increased prosperity in the rural 
areas will go far to counteract the grim 
effects of depression in the city. Every- 
thing, however, goes to show that the 
nadir of depression has been touched, and 
we hope that the next. visit of the Prince 
of Wales to Belfast will find a city where 
spectacles of serious want are few,

** Coming-out’’ Costs. 

According to figures published by a 
leading newspaper in New York, the cost 
of bringing out a débutante in the United 
States has been reduced by half as a re- 
sult of the general depression. A few 
years ago, before trade began to flag, the 
launching of a young American woman on 
New York or Washington society was a 
costly business. The début of Miss Helen 
Doherty, daughter of the oil king, is re- 
puted to have cost about £100,000, while 
the present Countess Bernadotte got off 
fairly lightly with a mere £15,000. Costs, 
however, have fallen heavily, and a young 
woman nowadays can do herself reason- 
ably well with £1,000 for her coming out 
party. ‘I'he ballroom, which formerly cost 
£100, may be hired now for £10; cham- 
pagne, which cost £400 four or five years 
ago, may be had now fof £200, and the 
cost of flowers has fallen from £500 to 
£200. These costs, of course, are merely 
for the party; the débutante must spend 
quite a lot of ‘money on such trifles as 
clothes. It is estimated that a girl can 
fit herself out for the great day now for 
Jess than £400, whereas formerly her out- 


fit used to cost her at least £600. Her 


cocktail dress has fallen from £45*to £27, 
and her evening bag from £30 to a mere 
£7. An evening wrap which used to cost 
£120 can be obtained now for £60, while a 
tailored suit, which was regarded as cheap 
at £45, can be bought to-day for ten 
pounds less. On the whole, therefore, 
American fathers of young girls have 
cause for gratitude; and, if the

the United States, coming out costs may 
be even cheaper before the end of the pre- 
seut year. In this part of the world, un- 
fortunately, prices seem to remain at a 
steady level—just too high for most of us. 
The Irish débutante cannot afford even a

fifty guineas again for an evening dress.

“Tote” Clubs. 

There is one way whereby a coach-and 
four may be driven through many an Act 
of Parliament. The thing that an in- 
dividual, or a group of individuals, may 
not do frequently can be done in perfect 
safety if the group manages to have itself 
club. To-day the 
gambling laws in England are menaccd 
by the appearance of a multitude of so- 
called ‘‘tote clubs.” Almost anybody, as 
it appears, can form such a club—the 
licence costs a mere five shillings—and full 
advantage is being taken of the loopholes 
which the Gaming Acts afford. These 
clubs have begun to form one of the gravest 


‘social problems that corifront England ; 


nearly all the reputable newspapers and 
public men realise that the evil has sur- 
sav all reasonable proportions, and ‘s 
becoming a positive dunger to the people. 
‘Roughly, a hundred thousand people in 
wndon alone are members of one ‘* tote 
club ' or another, and the number is said 
to be increasing at the rate of a hundred 
per club: per month.

The one fact certain amid a crowd of 
rumours concerning Saturday's Hinden- 
burg-Hitler talk is that it was of a much 
more cordial character than was the -“o 
last August. 

The President saw Herr Hitler alone fer 
a quarter of an hour, and then brought in 
his Secretary of State, Herr Meissner, for 
the rest of the talk, during which Herr 


Hitler propounded his party’s programme . 


should he be given the task of forming a 
Cabinet. 

The interview terminated with tlie 
President telling Herr Hitler that 'e 
would see him again this week after he 
had carefully thought over what he had 
heard, 

It was unexpectedly announced to-night, 
however, that Hitler will see President 
von Hindenburg again to-morrow morn- 
ing. 

The new development followed a day 
of important talks, in which Captain 
Goering, the Speaker of the Reichstag 
and a Nazi chief, took a leading part. 
Those present at the talks included 
representatives of the Centre Party, the 
German Nationals, Bavarian People’s 
Party, and the late Dr. Stresemann’s 
party, the People’s Party.

FAR GREATER QUESTION, 


11—The settlement of the Manchurian 
question will pave the way for the settle- 
ment of the far greater question of China, 
diverting her domestic and foreign policies 
into sane and moderate channels. Any 
scheme which would tend to destroy that 
condition of peace and order now in 
process of restoration in Manchuria would 
usher in a new era of disputes and difh- 
culties. 

The Japanese disclaim that they have 
any bitter feeling towards the Chinese 
people, as suggested by some passages of 
the report. 

It is the view of the Japanese Govern- 
ment that the Commission only acquired 
a superficial impression, and that, if the 
Commission had visited other parts of the 
country, especially South China, their 
optimism would have been considerably 
modified. The Government declares that 
it is apparent that the Commission’s find- 
ings “ are based on newspaper articles, 
letters of casual correspondents, and 
private conversations, as well as on 
authenticated official material.” 

Dealing with the incident of September 
18th, from where the conflict developed, 
the Government state: ‘‘ The whole series 
of operations was entailed by putting into 
execution a plan carefully prepared to 
meet the alarming eventuality of a Chinese 
attack. They had no relationship to any- 
thing but self-defence, and the Japanese 
Government cannot allow either the lack 
of necessity or the inappropriateness to be 
the subject of discussion.” 

On the subject of the establishment of 
the new State, it is declared: ‘‘To deny 
that the present régime is to be regarded 
as the outcome of a natural and spon- 
taneous movement is to admit that all the 
evidence presented by Manchukuo has been 
disregarded.”’ 


CHINA’S ATTITUDE, 


To-day Dr. Yen addressed members of 
the Press, saying that the tactics of Japan 
to delay a settlement in order to aggravate 
the situation would not be permitted to 
prevail. He felt assured that the League 
would have the courage to make decisions 
and see that they were carried out. 

Dr. Yen’s was a fighting speech. ‘‘ We 
have,” he said, “ resisted the Japanese 
aggression single-handed for over a year, 
and we are preparei to prolong and 
intensify that resistance if necessary. We 
will even face the horrors of militarisra. 
We detest, we hate war; we long for peace. 
We have kept faith with the League 
throughout the long agony of the past 
fourteen months, while the Japanese 
aggression has steadily developed, and an 
undeclared war has cast its lengthening 
shadow on the Disarmament Conference 
and the prospects of peace and of recon- 
ciliation in Europe.” 

In conclusion, Dr. Yen hinted that 
China might have to invoke other articles 
of the pact besides those to which appeai 
has been made. 

This is a eovert threat to invoke Article 
16 of the Covenant providing for sanctions. 

In these circumstances, it would seem 


that the possibility of any. conciliatory 
action by the Council under Article 11 ix 
virtually ruled out.

was learned that a strike had been fixed 
to take place on the Great Southern Rail- 
ways at midnight.

All arrangements had been made by the 
men for the strike, and pickets were 
ordered to take up duty at the Kings- 
bridge terminus and other stations. 

At half-past ten o'clock last night Mr. 
W. Dalton, secretary of the Kingsbridge 
branch of the National Union of Railway- 
men, interfiewed Mr. P. J. Floyd, traffic 
manager of the railway company, and 
half an hour later a settlement was 
arrived at, under which the company have 
agreed to withdraw the notices served on 
the men. 


LABOUR LEADERS 
SURPRISED. 


The decision to strike came as a 
surprise to at least two of the Labour 
leaders in Dublin. Mr. Norton, T.D., 
leader of the Labour Party in the 
Dail, when asked last night by an 
Irish Times reporter for his views, 
said that he knew nothing about the 
strike, while Mr. J. T. O'Farrell, a repre- 
sentative of Labour in the Senate, and 
Irish Secretary of the Railway Clerks’

NO REDUCTION IN WAGES. 


At a largely attended meeting of rail- 
way workers held in the Mechanics’ Insti- 
tute, Limerick, yesterday, Mr. M.. J. 
Keyes, chairman of the Administrative 
Council of the Irish Labour Party, said 
that the railway industry was facing a 
very serious crisis, and the workers would 
have to make a fight to bring the present 
chaos to an end 

Mr. J. Campbell, organiser, referring to 
the sitting of the National Wages Board 
next Thursday, when an application of the 
railways company for a reduction of 15 per 
cent. in wages would be heard, said that 
the last thing they would ask the men to 
do was to fight, byt if the occasion arose 
for such action he hoped that the workers 
would be loyal to the union. 

Mr. Frank Corbett, N.U.R., London. 
said that any man Who would be prepared 
to voluntarily accept another cut would, in 
his opinion, be a traitor to humanity. 


THE ISSUE ON THURSDAY. 


Mr. ©. D. Watters, general Irish 
secretary, N.U.R., said that the issue on 
Thursday before the National Wage. 
Board was one of vital importance to ;:'l 
railway workers not only in the Free State, 
but the British Isles. It had been : ated 
that as a result of the intervention of the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce 
dismissals of certain men in Limerick h. 1 
been cancelled, He challenged that state- 
ment. The dismissals did not take ~ ce 
because of the proceedings brought in 
court by the N.U.R. against the Gre.t 
Southern Railways Company. 

He went on to say that there was very 
little difference between the policy of the 
late and the present Governments regard- 
ing the railways. The present Government 
had refused to nationalise the railways. 

One of the audience objected to the 

introduction of politics. 
_ Mr. Watters denied that he was attack- 
ing tie Government. He criticised the 
Labour Party, who had the balance of 
power in the Dail. The co-ordination of 
the transport services, he said, would not 
solve the problem. .

A BOMB explosion wrecked the per- 
4 manent way a few miles from 
Nantes just before a train, in which M. 
Herriot, the French Premier, was a pas- 
senger, was due to pass early to-day. 

A platelayer heard the explosion, which 
tore up the rails on two tracks for a dis- 
tance of several yards. ee the alarm, 


‘and all traffic was stop 


M. Herriot was on his way to Nantes to 
take part in celebrations commemorati 
the h anniversary of the Union o 
France and Brittany. 

The outrage shut in one at Rennes in 
August, when Breton nationalists hombed 
a statue commemorating the union. The 
bombs, it was thought at the time, were 
intended for M. Herriat.’ 

One startling theory put forward then 
was that Irish nationalists were in league 
with the Breton autonomists. Several 
Sinn Feiners were said to have arrived in 
the district shortly before the explosion, 
and to have signed a pact of mutual aid, 
but this story was denied in Dublin. 


SAVED BY ERROR. 


The police have arrested several mem- 


bers of the Breton Autonomist Party, who | 


had booked rooms in the local hotels. 

It is quite possible that the dynamiters 
did not intend to wreck the Premier’s 
train, but merely to make a demonstra- 
tion. In support of this theory there are 
two factors: the rails were blown up at 
5 a.m., and M. Herriot’s express was not 
due to pass there for another two hours; 
two red bicycle lamps were found on the 
wrecked line—they would have warned the 
engine driver to stop. 

Against the demonstration theory there 
is the fact that the principal Nantes news- 
pores yesterday announced in error that 

. Herriot’s train would arrive two hours 
earlier than it was actually due. . The 
dynamiters may have acted on this. 

A theory is that the two lamps were 
forgotten by the gang in their haste to 
flee. A big black limousine was seen hy 
the villagers racing awuy from the scene 
just after the explosion. No one took the 
number. 


IRISH JOURNAL QUOTED. 

Speaking to French journalists after the 
outrage, M. Herriot recalled the report 
that there was German money behind the 
Breton autonomy movement. He also said 
that the Irish Free State Government had 
sent him a copy of an Irish newspaper in 
which a “en Hath named Leroux pro- 
phesied dynamite outrages in Brittany. 


IRISH DEAN KILLED 
IN LONDON. 


VERY REV. H. B. SWANZY, 
M.A., NEWRY. 


The Very Rev. Henty Biddall Swanzy, 
Dean of Dromore, of St. Mary's Rectory, 
Newry, who was knocked down by a motor 
car on Saturday night while crossing 
Kensington High street, died yesterday. at 
St. Mary Abbot’s Hospital from a frac- 
tured skull. : 

He was born on October 5th, 1873, at 
Newry, second son of the Rev. Thomas 
Biddall Swanzy, M.A., and received his 
education at Newry Intermediate School. 
St. Lawrence’s College,- Ramsgate, and 
Trinity College, Dublin. His career at 
the University was brilliant, and in 1896 
he graduated for a respondency, and 
obtained the Divinity Testimonium in 
1898. He was ordained in 1899 and ap- 
pointed curate of Clogh, Co. Monaghan, 
in which parish his father had been both 
curate and rector. In 1908 he was ap- 
pointed to the incumbency of Carrowdore, 
and two years later went to Omeath. He 
returned to St. Mary’s, Newry, as vicar in 
1914. From 1925 he was Rural Dean of 
Newry and Mourne, and in 1926° was 
appointed Prebendary of Wicklow and 
Canon of St. Patrick’s Cathedral, Dublin. 
When the Very Rev. T. W. Clarendon, 
B.D., Dean of Dromore, retired in 1931. 
the Very Rev. My. Swanzy was appointed 
his sucvessor. 

It was recently announced that the 
Chapter of St. Patrick's Cathedral, 
Dublin, had delegated him to be Pre- 
bendary of Tassagard, in succession to the 
late Dean Brett.

In an editorial. article The Times re- 
marks :—There is no need to take tragic- 
ally the hitch which has occurred in the 
preparations for the World Economic Con- 
Monetary Conference. It is now under- 
stood that the Conference cannot meet till 
next April, and may even have to be post- 
poned to a still later date. Certainly there 
is no chance of its meeting before 
Christmas, as was contemplated in a 
recent speech of the Prime Minister. 

After asking if, in any case, there would 
be much object in holding the Conference 
before April, The Times proceeds: One ot 
the principal subjects which it is hoped 
to discuss is the possibility of establishin 
an international standard of currency aod 
of removing the exchange difficulties which 
now hamper international trade. It is 
hard to believe that anything useful or 
permanent can be achieved in th t way 
until the interlinked questions of repara- 
tions and war debts have been definitely 
settled; and the negotiations with the 
United States, for which the debtor 
countries are now asking, are certain to 
be as long as they are delicate. In 
any case, the success of any endeavour 
to bring the sterling countries back to 
gold depends not ony on the. settlement 
of War debts and. reparations, but also, 
as all the British ernments a 
at Ottawa, on the fulfilment of ‘a number 
of other conditions, economic ‘and 
political, as well as financial, notably 
on a rise in the general Jevel of com. 
modity prices in the various countries to 
a height more in keeping with the level 
of costs, including the hve of debt

MR. LEMASS'S HOPE CF A 


SETTLEMENT.

LISMORE, Sunday. 


R. LEMASS, Minister for Indust: y 
and Commerce, speaking at Lismove 
to-day, said that this was a democratic 
Government, and would carry out the 
mandate which they had got from the 
people at the general election. If at any 
time the people decided that their pro- 
gramme was to be altered, or that their 
policy was to be altered, there was no one 
to question the ple’s right to so decide, 
but they wanted to ensure that whatever 
the people did would be done in the full 
knowledge of all the facts. The Govern- 
ment had made its policy clear at the 
general election, and no man could say 
that they had deviated {rom that policy. 
They said that they would abolish the 
oath, as there was nothing to prevent it 
in the Treaty. A bill was passed with 
that object, but was held up by the Senate, 
and would become law eighteen months 
hence. He did not know if there were 
any people in the country who wished 
its retention except a small minority. He 
had esked Cumann na nGaedheal in the 
Dail if they would ask the people for 4 
mandate at the next election to restore the 
oath, but he could not get an .nswer. He 
asked the people to make sure that they 
got an answer to that question before they 
voted at the next election. 


THE ANNUITIES. 


Dealing with the question of the reten- 
tion of five miliion pounds land annuities, 
he said that they still were prepared to 
accept the verdict of an international 
tribunal which examined fully into this 
question. When the hitch and deadlock 
arose in respect of the settlement of the 
dispute, it was suggeste 1 that negotiations 
should be entered into. The Government 
agreed, and representatives of the two 
Governments met in London to undertake 
negotiations, but, in strict truth, negotia- 
tions never started. The British Govern 
ment purported to put up legal arguments 
to rebut the legal arguments on the Free 
State side. The discussions which took 
place were merely repetitions of what had 
previou en place by correspondence. 

It became quite clear that there was 
in the back of the minds of the British 
Government a factor operating which 
made the prospect of a settlement more 
difficult, and in order that the people 
might appreciate the importance of that 
factor if was necessary to review the 
political position of the country. 


THE FINANCIAL 
SETTLEMENT. 


He referred to the ultimate financial 
settlement of 1926, and said that Fianna 
Fail then maintained that the Government 
in office had let down the nation by agree- 
ing to that settlement, and that it was a 
commitment not made necessary by the 
Treaty. That subject was discussed at 
various by-elections, and finally it was 
determined by the people at the general 
election. 

In the meantime, the Cosgrave Govern. 
ment, realising that its term of office was 
limited, and that it could not hope to sur- 
vive'the appeal to the people, was anxious 
to’ justify its past actions. It tried to erect 
difficulties in the path of its successors 
which would hinder their efforts to secure 
terms with Great Britain in respect of the 
land annuities and other payments. 
Shortly before the election Cumann na 
nGaedheal published what purported to 
be the opinion of a number of Irish 
lawyers, to tho effect that the Free State 
was legally bound to make the payments 
to England. It was noteworthy that, ap- 
parently, the lawyers who advised the 
Cosgrave Government did not know of the 
secret agreement of 1923, because they 
made no reference to it in their published 


opiniou. 


THE ENGLISH CASE, 


In the Press this week they saw where 
one of the foremost English constitutional 
lawyers had said that the English case 
was uusustainable, and a number of Eng- 
lish politicians also admitted that the 
English case could not be maintained, and 
still they had a party in this country who 
were still prepared to take the side of 
the English Government, and were en- 
deavouring to wreck the attempts of the 
Free State Governinent to get ‘fair play 
for the Irish people. It was that fact 
alone which had prevented a settlement. 

The British. were playing deliberately 
for the restoration of the Cosyrave Ad- 
ministration, because they believed that 
that party would be mvure amenable to 
British interests. If the Irish people sub- 
mitted to such political dictation the 
measure of freedom which they had would 
be a mockery and a sham. 


THE 40 PER CENT. TARIFF. 


Mr. Lemass referred to the economic 
war and the depression in the prices of 
agricultural produce, explaining the steps 
which the (overnment had taken to subsi- 
dise exports, and said that the imposi- 
tion by the British Government of a 40 
per. cent. tariff on cattle was not actuated 
solely by « desire to increase the pressure 
on the Free State, but by a political 
necessity to do something to restore the 
position of the English cattle producer 
on his own market. 

“ We hope,” said Mr. Lemass, “ to be 
able to effect a fair settlement with Great 
Britain. It has always been our aim and 
desire to put the relations between both 
countries on such a basis of justice and 
fair play that causes of friction could not 
arise in the future. We are prepared to 
meet the British in negotiation, and 
endeavour to work. out a settlement if 
they desire it, but we are not prepared to 
commit ourselves in advance to abandon- 
ment of our case ‘In our opinion, it 
would be foolish to meet the British again 
until it is clear that they have abandoned 
the nonsensical idea that, by some action 
of theirs, they can force this country to 
restore to office the discredited Cosgrave 

rty. ' ' 

“H is only necessary for the Irish 
people to make it clear to Great Britain 
that they are not going to be diverted 
from their eS by tactics such as those 
chosen by the British Government.”

SUFFERING WIDESPREAD AND 
SEVERE.

INVALUABLE HELP OF WELFARE 
WORKERS. ~

BELFAST, 


ETURNING to this once great home 
of industry, which I knew in the 
heyday of its prosperity, the absence of 
the great smoke pal), common to all in- 
dustrial centres, was one of the first 
features to reveal the trade depression in 
the city of Belfast. Tall stacks no longer 
belch their grimy vapour into the air to 
drift away over the Antrim hills. 
Machinery is silent, and, instead of the 
glinting lights of revolving wheels, the 
eye sees only the dull smear of grease 
protecting the tools and machines from 
the ravages of rust until the coming olf 
better times. 

Belfast has for many years been a city 
of two .great industries—spinning and 
shipbuilding. To-day many of the looms 
are silent, and the tread of watchmen’s 
feet is the only noise in the shipyards, 
which once resounded with the clamorous 
beat of hammers on the steel hulls of the 
world’s ships. 

I visited several of the mills around the 
city, and from nearly everyone to whom 
I spoke came the same story. High tariffs 
throughout the world, over-production in 
America, the reduced spending power of 
the masses, and the replacement of men 
by machinery in every industry—these 
are the contributory causes to the plight 
of Belfast to-day. 


A SHIPYARD JOB. 


In the shipyards very few men can find 
employment. The gaunt skeletons of the 
gantries over empty slips seemed to 
be a harbinger of ill-fortune as | 
walked to a place where I had heard | 
a repair job had just been re 
ceived. Hundreds of men, the clothes oi 
many in tatters and little protectiou 
against the biting chill of the early morn. 
ing, eagerly besought the foreman for a 
chance to do a few hours’ work. About two 
dozen were called from the crowd. '' You, 
you. and vou,” called the overseer, indi- | 
cating with his pointed finger the men he 
required, and then the words these men 
have learned to dread: ‘* Nobody else 
wanted to-day.’’ 

Slowly the men dispersed, the faint 
glimmer of hope that had been in their 
faces disappearing as they walked back ho 
their homes in the Ballymacarrett district. 
Little knots of them paused on the way to 
mutter grumbles, but the majority of them 
accepted the situation as bad luck, and 
others went to the Labour Exchanges to se 
if they could hear of anything there. 


KEEPING THE BAILIFF OUT. 


Along the main streets of the district | 
walked in company with two men who have 
not worked for twenty-six months. For 
some distance they remained silent, and 
then a conversation started more between 
the men than with me. They talked 21 
bailiffs visiting houses where the rent could 
not be paid; of the small amounts they 
received for pawned goods; '' but we've 
nothing left to pawn now, ' remarked one

of them, ‘‘the bed has gone, we sleep on 
“thé floor, every ornament which the wife 
treasured since we were married twenty 
five years ago has had to go, and last night | 
I found she had pawned her shaw! for a | 
‘bob.’ The woman next door had the 
bailiffs on the step for her rent. Three 
pounds ten in arrears she was, and her 
only living in a room at five ‘bob’ a week. | 
They had a whip round and managed to | 
get most of it, and that quietened the land 
lord down for another while.” 

These two men had been rivetters in the | 
shipyards. Big-framed fellows, whose 
clothes now hung loo. »ly about them ; their 
faces showed the strain of hunger and cold, | 
end I wondered if they would ever | 
be able’ to stand the long hours and | 
sweating labour of their tasks when | 
the keel of another ship has been 
laid down on the slips. The physique 
of many of the men who worked 
in the “ yards ” demanded ample susten- | 
ance to keep them fit for their heavy 
duties, and to-day they cannot obtain this 
sustenance, and many of them are in fail- | 
ing health. They have become subject to | 
many ailments which they would not have | 
taken had they received an acequate | 
supply of food and had work in which to | 
occupy themselves. 


WAITING FOR RELIEF, 


There is little furniture in many of the | 
houses of the district. It has been sold 
either for the sustenance of the family, 
the placation of the landlords, who, al- | 
though they have been lenient in their | 
demands in the majority oÍ cases, now | 
find that they must get in some money | 
in order to pay their rates, or for the won- | 
derful help-one-another spirit which per- 
vades throughout the distressed area. 

As I left a house in which three 
families with children ranging from five | 
months up to twenty-three years of age 
were managing to exist on the charity ol 
their neighbours until such time as their 
application for relief could be granted, | 
learnt of the difficulties of the relieving 
officers. 

Many of the people of the district will 
eventually be granted relief, but the in- 
terval between their applications and the | 
first grant they get may be as long as six | 
weeks. This is no fault of the reliev 
ing officers, who remain in their offices 
fur into the night hours in an effort to | 
clear off the work which the means test 
is entailing, but through the fact that 
there have ta so many applications with- | 
in the past month that they cannot hope | 
to prevent an accumulation of routine and | 
other work and make the necessary in- 
vestigations into the actual conditions of 
each applicant fast enough with their pre- 
sent staffs. There is, undoubtedly, a 
great deal of friction. between relieving 
officers and Guardians caused by the | 
means test, and many of the officers re- | 
sent the test, which, they say, is in.many | 
eases absolutely futile. 


WELFARE WORK.

“ DISTRESS NEVER SO 
ACUTE.” 


Leaving the district, I met a woman 
welfare worker, who told me she had 
been engaged in work in Belfast for 
nineteen y , and had never seen 
distress só acute as it has become within 
the past few months. ‘‘I fear that this 
winter will see even more hardships for 
these poor people,’’ she commented, In 
a quiet, sorrowful voice she told of the 
conditions under which muny of these 
people exist. ‘‘Pride,”’ she said, “ has 
almost gone, and they are rapidly coming 
to the end of self-help. They have nothin 
left to sell or pawn, and must now aa 
entirely on outside charity and the 
rates. ''

day at this centre, and from the lists of 
the numbers of persons represented by 
those drawing the rations I estimated 
that nearly a thousand people must be 
depending on this mission for their daily 
food. 

I was invited to taste the rich liquor 
drawn from the boilers. It was both 
delicious and wholesome, and with each 
issue loaves of new bread are distributed, 
one or two loaves according to the number 
in the family. In this hall tea parties 
are frequently given for men of the lodg- 
ing-house class, and I watched the enjoy- 
ment with which these men partook of 
what was, in many cases, their first good 
meal for days, 


IN A MISSION HALL, 


The distribution of a vegetable mash 
issued by the education authorities «1s 
also undertaken at the Mission Hall, and 
on Sundays they supply many of the poor 
children with warm milk. The Reverend 
Albert Holland; a member of the mission 
staff, told me that the work of the 
organisation was such that it never had 
any cash balance. ‘‘ As fast as the money 
comes in we spend it on food and clothing 
for the people, and our capacity to help 
the thousands of unemployed is only re- 
stricted by the amount of subscriptions 
which we receive.”’ He could give no 
definite figure as to the amount that would 
be spent in relief work by his organisa- 
tion during the year, but he believed that 
it would be at least £7,000, ‘‘ and all this 
money has to come from voluntary sub- 
scriptions,’’ he added. 

The mission also runs an orphanage and 
children’s home, Childhaven, at Millisle, 
on the County Down coast, and during the 
past summer large numbers of children 
were given a free fortnight’s holiday, and 
others, who needed medical care and 
further attention, were kept for longer 
periods. The work carried on by the men 
women. of this mission Is non- 
sectarian, and all creeds receive help in 
the shape of food and clothing. 


NO SIGN OF IMPROVEMENT. 


Another organisation that has recently 
come into being for the assistance of 
Belfast’s poor is the Protestant Churches’ 
Distress Relief Fund, and this is carrying 
on the work of feeding the hungry in other 
districts of the city. In the Newtownards 
road I found another mission centre, and 
when I talked to the staff they told more 
stories of the distress in the area, and re- 
marked that they were distributing about 
a thousand free dinners each day. 
‘‘Things show no signs of improving ” 
was their comment on the future. 

In the Mountpottinger district six 
thousand people are undergoing the means 
test, while many others are starving 
despite the increase in the relief. rates. 
In order to keep a roof over their heads 
they are forced to use the money 
received in relief payments to pay off 
some of the heavy arrears of rent that 
have aceumulated during the past few 
months. Along the Shankill road the 
depression in the linen industry is most 
severely felt and '.as given rise to acute 
conditions among the people. I talked to 
a youth of seventeen, the only member of 
a family of five who has been successful 'n 
finding work. He is on short time at one 
of the mills, and his parents and sisters 


| depend for their daily bread on his earn- 


ings—fifteen shillings a week. In another 


| family where the woman was working in 


the mills. also on short time, her husband 
is supplementing the family income by 
knitting socks for their neighbours. He 
begs old wool wherever he can and sells 
the socks for sixpence a pair. 


WAITING FOR THE DAWN. 
Attempting to discover how the people 


| who have been too proud to seek the aid 


of the relief organisations exist is one of 


| the most distressful tasks that could fall 


to the lot of any man. Seraps of food, 
thrown away by others, are eaten by these 
people in order to appease the pains of 
hunger. Fortunately for themselves, how- 
ever, the relief workers are finding these 


| people gradually, and are doing their best 
| to persuade them to obtain at least some 


of their food from the dépéts “ until things 
brighten up.”’ 

There appears to be no solution of the 
growing problem of poverty here in the 
North. Little work is coming to the mills 
although there have 


the Belfast shipvards for the 
Furness Withy Line. no definite arrange- 


' ments have been made, and the order has 


not yet been placed, so it is unlikely that 
the work will commence before the spring 
of next vear. 

The work of the relief organisations will 
be carried on as long as they have the 
money, but with the spread of the de- 
pression it is feared that many people will 
be compelled to cancel their subscripttons 
and others to reduce their charitable 
donations

SUCCESSFUL Giesknn na nGaedheal 
A meeting was held at Leighlinbridge, 

Co. Carlow, yesterday.* About twenty 
members of the Civic Guard were drafted into 
the village, but the proceedings were orderly. 
M co aa McArdle, farmer, Tomard, pre- 
Siucgd, 

Mr. Desmond Fitzgerald, T.D., said that 
there was a general election last February, 
und the Cumann na nGaedheal Party made 
nv glowing promises to the people, but laid 
facts betore them. The Fianna Fail Party 
told the people that they would get higher 
prices for agricultural produce; that unem- 
ployment would be done away with; that 
taxation would be reduced by two millions, 
and that the people would get all the houses 
they required, with the result that the present 
Government secured a majority, and assumed 
office on March 9 last. The people were pro. 
mised a reduction of two millions, a 
month afterwards the present Government 
introduced their budget, which increased the 
taxation by four and a half millions. When 
the jate Government came into office in 1922 
the taxation was twenty-five millions, and 
out of that one million went back to the 
people for the relief of local taxation. When 
the Cumann na nGaedheal Government went 
out, of office the taxation was twenty-one 
nilhons. and out of that sum three mullions 
went back towards the relief of local taxation. 


TEN MILLIONS. 


"Since the present Government assumed 
office last February the extra taxation was 
rather more than ten millions. Of that there 
was a sum of four and a half millions added 
by the Fianna Fail Government, and the 
people were asked to pay an extra five 
millions in the form of tariffs placed on Irish 
proses by the British Government. The 
‘ianna Fail Party told the people that they 
were being roobed of five millions a year by 
Britain; that sum of five millions was now 
being retained here, and the Irish people 
were being taxed as before four and a half 
millions besides the five millions they had to 
pay to Britain in the form of tariffs. 

Under the Land Acts of 1903 and 1909 the 
farmers bought out their land from the iand- 
lords, and under an agreement the farmers 
became owners of their land. The Land 
Commission formerly collected the anriuities, 
which were sent across to London to be paid 
to the bondhoiders who advanced the money 
in. the first instance. The present Irish 
(Government, was collecting the land annuities, 
but the money was not being forwarded to 
the British Government, who were the guar- 
antors for the people who advanced the money 
for the purchase of the land. If the money 
was not paid the British Government would 
have to tax the English people and make the 
English land pay for it, and the British 
Government was not going to agree to that. 

He had been asked why the late Govern- 
ment did not make an agreement. He replied 
that when a Government was coming to the 
end of :ts term of office its powers of bargain- 
ing were rather dubious. If they had raised 
the question the British Government would 
say: “ You are going out of office and we 
would rather deal with the new Govern- 
ment.”’ 

Under Article 5 of the Treaty the Free 
State was responsible for the payment of an 
unnamed sum, portion of the national debt, 
to England. Mr., Derrig had said that that 
sum would be so large that it would 
cripple the Irish people, and that no possible 
economy would enable them to pay it. ‘che 
Jate Government, by negotiations with the 
British Government, got a full remission of 
that huge sum: that was in 1925. ‘Lhe 
economic conditions then were much better, 
but as they advanced to 1931 they became 
poorer, and they niight expect that it would 
be a good time to go to the British Govern- 
ment and tell them that the Irish people had 
became so poor that in equity and justice 
they were entitled to pay less, and that they 


should be relieved of some of the burden: but | 


.England was then in fianancial difficulties. 
She was spending more than her revenue, and 
she was asking for relief from payments from 
other countries. Last year England went off 
the gold standard, which reduced the value of 
the pound sterling to 15s. 6d. England had 
to bring in a new Budget and impose extra 
taxation on her own people, with the result 
that she balanced her Budget. 


TARIFFS. 


The question of tariffs had excluded the 
Irish people from the British market, with 
consequent untold suffering to the farming 
community. Mr. Aiken had gone around the 
country telling the people that there was 
nothing to worry about, because there was 
plenty of food in the country. If the Irish 
farmer could not get a fair price for his 
produce he would go out of production, and 
if the present situation continued this country 
would go out of pfoduction. Unemployment 
had increased since the general election, and 
conditions had become worse. 

Mr. FitzGerald, continuing, said that 
Communistic doctrines were being preached 
throughout the counntry. ‘The Government 
had said that the people were bound 
to pay for the land they had honeht out. 
The one effect of that was that the land 
was being nationalised, and the doctrine was 
that it did not belong to the farmers 
who bought. That was the very ‘sandation 
plank of Socialism, and that was the doc- 
trine of the Government. As the country 
hecame steadily poorer owing to the policy 
of the Government, the people would be 
more inclined to listen to the doctrines of 
ihe left wing of the Fianna Fail Party, with 
the result that they would eventually have 
a Communistic State. He appealed to the 
people to bring pressure to bear on the Go- 
vernment to change its policy with regard to 
the present dispute with England, and try 
and have the question opened up. again with 
a view to satisfactory settlement. 


THE WRITS. 

Mr. D. J.-Gorey, T.D., said that it was 
no pleasure for men to come there who had 
got writs yesterday served on them. 
but, he said, a spoke had been put in the 
wheel, and the writs would be withdrawn. 
‘There was a letter in the State Solicitor’s 
office in Carlow withdrawing the writs, 
and the expenses would have be paid by 
the Land Commission. His Jarty had pro- 
posed. in the Dail on Wednesday that no 
moneys be collected from the farmers, in- 
asmuch as they had paid twice. The with- 
drawal of the writs was the result of the 
action taken by the Cumann na nGaedheal 
Party.

Was there a man present who was prepared 
to hand over his title to his land to the 
Government? He asked for a show of hands, 
but there was none. That, he said, was 
what he expected from Carlow men.

R. MICHAEL O’RYAN presided at a 

Fianna Fail meeting which was held 
‘in Dungarvan yesterday. The prin- 
cipal speakers were Mr. Frank Aiken, Free 
State - Minister for Defence, and Senator 
Quirke. i i 

Mr. Aiken said that the aim of Fianna Fail 
was to ensure that every man and woman 
could get a decent living in their own land. 
When Fianna Fail started out they said that 
it was the first duty of a Government to re- 
lieve unemployment, and they were putting 
that into practice. It was up to the local 
authorities to co-operate with the Govern- 
ment; if they did not the local authorities 
would have to go. 

There were at present fourteen thousand 
houses in the course of construction in different 
parts of the country, and in another year it 
was expected from thirty to forty thousand 
houses would be erected. It also was the 
policy of Fianna Fail to keep the money they 
were spending abroad at home. Three or four 
years ago ninety per cent. of their money 
for goods went across the water. They set 
themselves out in the Budget to give protec- 
tion for the production of goods at home. 
Merchants who paid local manufacturers had 
a great chance of seeing their money again. 
Farmers would get more for their produce and 
merchants more for boots and clothes. 


THE WHEAT SCHEME. 


_ Referring to the wheat scheme and the 
nueifer loan scheme, Mr. Aiken said that he 
hoped the farmers would take full advantage 
of them. 

Continuing, he said that they guaranteed 
the farmer a price for his produce that would 
enable him te live and pay a living wage. 
It would take a few years to do it all, but the 
farmers should do their utmost. At the 
general election the people gave them autho- 
rity to hol) the land annuities, and John Bull 
had seen the last penny of the annuities. He 
knew that the farmers were hard hit by the 
decrease in prices. They were giving the 
farmers a chance to pay the annuities, or if 
they were unable to pay they could get a loan 
of the money spread over a number of years 
at the rate of 4 r cent. interest. 
The farmers would not get the land free, 
but they did not want the farmers to pay 
more than they could afford. There would 
be iri the future a permanent reduction. in 
the land annuities. While the farmers were 
an important section ef the people, they 
were not the whole, and the townspeople 
had to be looked after. 
recent Act thirty thousand old age pensioners 
would be in a better position than they were 
when Mr. Cosgrave was in power. They had 
given vast sums for unemployment, and, if 
necessary, were prepared to give more, 


FREE SPEECH. 


On the question of free speech, Mr. Aiken 
said that it was his opinion that everybody 
should be allowed to speak, and no out- 
siders should take the law into their own 
hands in preventing free speech. If the 
people wanted to be pro-British, let them. 
He would not be a representative of such a 
people. If restriction were put on their 
opponents it would look as if Fianna Fail 
had something to hide. They were prepared 
to face the people at any time. e woukl 
ask the people to support the Government. 
It was a difficult time, and no Irishman 
should do anything to hinder the progress 
of the Government. |

No fewer than 145 amendments have already 
been tabled to the Agricultural Produce 
(Cereals) Bill, 1932, the Committee stage of 
which will come before the Dail this week. 

Several of the amendments are purely of a 
technical nature. The Ministers for Agricul- 
ture, and Industry and Commerce, ag well as 
Cumann na nGaedheal, and Labour and Inde- 
pendent deputies are responsible for the new 
provisions, 

It is proposed to empower the Minister for 
Agriculture to establish a Maize Milling Ad- 
visory Committee to give advice on matters 
relating to the Act. This body will be 
nominated by the Minister for Agriculture in 
agreement with the Saorstat Maize and (at- 
meal Millers’ Association, and shall hold office 
for not less than two years. 

Mr. Norton, the Labour leader, has tabled 
an amendment dealing with the wages and 
conditions of employment in licensed mills. 

Subsidy rates for inland mills, which may 
vary, will be fixed by the Minister for Finance 
after consultation with the Minister for 
Agriculture. 

Several of the amendments deal with re- 
gistration regulations.

At to-day’s meet- 
ing the three principal Moslem partici- 
pants of the Allahabad Conference 
explained’ that the conélusions : reached 
then were merely tentative and subject to 
ratification by the Conference of Moslem 
representatives.

PROFESSOR ARTHUR E. CLERY. 

The; death :oceurredt tint a Dublin, nursing 
home last. night of Mr. Arthur E, Clery, 
B.A. LLB. (RU), of 26 Pembroke road, 
Ballsbridge, Dublin, who for over twenty 
years was Professor of the Law of Property 
and Contracts at University College, Dublin. 

Born in 1880, he was son of the late Mr. 
Arthur Ua Clerigh, K.C., and was educated 
at Catholic University School, -Clongowes 
Wood College and University College, Dublin. 
During his academical career, which was of 
particular distinction, he Was Auditor and 
Gold Medallist of the geass College 
Literary. and Historical | Society; O'Hagan 
Jold Medalist of the Law Students’ Debat- 
ing Society, aid Classical Scholar of the 
Royal University, 1899. “Graduating in Arts 
und ‘Law, he was called to the Irish Bar in 
1902, and eight years later was appointed by 
the Senate of the National University to the 
professorship, which he occupied up till the 
time of his death. | 

Professor Clery was elected chairman of the 
National University Election Committee ip 
1921. Prominently identified with the Repu- 
blican movement, he acted as judge in the 
Dail Eireann Courts of pre-Treaty days, and 
went to Rome as legal representative of the 
Catholic Republicans who protested against 
the ‘Episcopal censutes uttered by irish 
bishops. 

In the General Election of 1927 he was 
elected to represent University College in the 
Dail... Professor Clery was extremely popular 
with the students, and was a member of 
various University College ‘sporting clubs, 
being président of An Oige. (the ramblers’ 
organisation) up till the time of his death.

At to-day’s hearing Superintendent R. 
Hayden read a statement made by the defen- 
dant to the effect that on September 14th he 
left Nenagh at 3.30 p.m. in his motor car 
for Ennis, where he arrived at 6.30. He left 
thére about 9.30 to return. home, and stayed 
for twenty minutes at Néwmarket-on-Fergus, 
and did not stop again tntil he ran into a 
donkey near Toomevara. As a result of the 
collision with the donkey the car was 
damaged. He arrived at his home at Toome- 
vará at midnight. The statement read Pg 
the Superintendent continned:—‘‘ When | 
was going down the incline to the creamery 
at. Annacotty a man pushed a: bicycle out. 
When I saw the front of the bicycle first I 
swerved to the right. & don’t think I struck 
anything. I did not hear any noise, anyway. 
The front of the bicycle was the only thing 
I could have struck. At the ‘time there was 
a car in front of me and lights behind me, 
and I don’t remember having seen any pedes- 
trians on the road at the time. 


AN EXPLANATION, 

“ As regards the collision with the donkey, 
I would like to explain what happened, 
donkey came, as I thought, from a gateway. 
I slowed down when I saw the donkey, just 
to give him time, as I thought, to cross 
the road. When the animal got to about 
the middle of the road he turned back again. 
I was not prepared for this, although I had 
practically pulled up when he backed into 
me.

THEIR COTTAGES 


THE attitude of the Galway Board of 
I Health in favour of the tenants acquir- 
mentioned in 


Ing. ownership was 
evidence produced before the Labourers’ 
Cottage Commission, sitting. in the Board 
Room of the Department of Agriculture, 
Government Buildings, Dublin, last Satur- 
day, Mr. ¥. O'Donnell (Chairman) presiding. 
The business. of the Commission is to 
inquire as to the advisability .or otherwise of 
making the tenants. of labourers’ cottages 
owners of their. houses. 

Mr. Finnerty, of the Galway Board of 
Health, said that there were 751 labourers’ 
cottages held under the contro! of the Board. 
On acquirmg their holdings the tenants 
Should undertake their own repairs and be 
responsible for ‘paying off the outstanding 
debt.’ The’ Board held that the cottages 
should: be ‘taken ever by the Land Com. 
mission and that the debt should be paid off 
through that body. 

He was aware that under a new scheme 
more cottages’ were to be built through the 
loca: authorities, but he did not think that 
there would be difficulty involved if there 
were two gets of cottaces, one controlled by 
the Land Commission and the other by the 
local authorities. He wanted the Land Com. 
mission to take over full responsibility for 
cottages, There was still land available for 
distribution in Galway, aiid he thought that 
the Land Commission should give land for 
the building of cottages. he cottagers 
should get land on the same terms as any- 
body else. : 

Replying to the Chairman, the witness said 
that in Galway no. Civic Guards were in 
labourers’ cottages. To Mr. Collins—He 
did not think that it would. be an economic 
proposition to ask the average labourer to 
pay ós. 6d. in rent towards the purchase of 

is cottage, and, in addition, keep the house 
in repair, 

ANOTHER VIEW. 

Mr. D. D. Sheehan said that if the cottage 
were to be purchased at all they must be 
purchased without any _ restriction on 
alienation, otherwise they would create a 
great deal of discontent among the tenant 
purchasers. He was, however, against pur- 
chase in any shape or form. 

_ Te his mind, ander the Labourers’ Acts, 
the community taxed ‘itself to keep the 
labourers on the soil. That was the best 
form of endowment any Government could 
ve. Hí was the’ best. form of national 
ownership, because it was wholly free from 
any taint of Communism or Balshevism. 

To the Chairman—If the right of purchase 
was’ given they, would find the cottages going | 

‘the labourers: The “ gombeea '" man 
would get a guip on the labourers and there 
would, grow up a new form of landlordism of 
the meost..iniquitous. character and the 
labourers would come flockitig into the towns 
oveating, slum conditions. Purchase, he 
added, was a mockery, a delusion and a snare 
which wonld be detrimental to the interests 
of the ldbourers and the country. 

Mee nog hy Mr. Mansfield, the witness 
said that ‘play would be to provide small 
holdings. for labourers and there should be 
perpetuity 6f tenure’ in the family.
